In other words, this 
South American demand is among 
the first to assert Iteelf and our gold 
market is showing itself not any less 
vulnerable than it has been on past 
occasions. 

There have been considerable 
changes in the foreign commerce of 
South American countries during the 
last year or so. Argentina's foreign 
trade, for instance, which in 1912 
showed exports of $463,500,000 
against imports of $371,300,000 and 
in 1913 exports of $466,500,000
